S. B. Fleming, general manager and secretary of the company, 
was elected vice president, and A. H. Dougall, Jr., manager of sales, 
was elected secretary in place of Mr. Fleming. Mr. Dougall and 
C. D. Palmer, who is connected with the Diamond Match Company, 
were elected directors to fill the two vacancies on the board, The 
board of directors is now composed of the following members: 
O. C. Barber, C. S. Merrill, A. H. Ivins, L. A. Wiley, Charles D. 
Brown, J. K. Robinson, W. D. Card, D. McCallay, W. A. Holman, 
S. B. Fleming, C. D. Palmer and A. H. Dougall, Jr. 

A very important question which came up before the board was 
the general condition of the various mills of the company. The 
board after a careful discussion decided to make a number of im- 
provements in the way of machinery and other equipment at a 
number of mills to reduce the cost of production and increase the 
output. The relocating of one of the large Western mills was also 
decided upon, and this change will probably be made within a 
very short time. These improvement plans have been placed in 
the hands of W. D. Card, treasurer of the company, under whose 
supervision this work will be carried out. 











Another Increase in Wages Granted. 

Hotyoxe, Mass., September 4, 1906—The Powers Paper Com- 
pany last week granted an increase in pay to a number of young 
women employees. A formal demand was made by the young 
women for $9 for a week of fifty-five hours instead of $7.25 for a 
week of fifty-eight hours. There was no strike. 
was quickly arranged, at which, after brief discussion, the matter 
was satisfactorily adjusted. The representatives of the compact 
decline to give out the terms of the agreement, but it is under- 
stood that the company will hereafter pay $1.35 a day, but that 
the working week will continue as heretofore, fifty-eight hours.

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JAPANESE IMPORTS OF PAPER. 


Mr. Crowe, Commercial Attache to H. M.’s Embassy at Tokio, 
Refers to the Paper Imports in His Report of the Trade 
of Japan for 1905—Large Increase Last Year. 


Mr. Crowe, commercial attaché to His Majesty's Embassy at 
Tokio, refers to the paper imports in his report of the trade of 
Japan for 1905. Printing paper was received to the value of £192,- 
000, as compared with £100,000 in 1904, £101,000 in 1903, and £143,- 
000 in 1902. Other paper imported amounted to £459,000 in 1905, 
as against £209,000, £21,200 and £231,000, respectively, for the three 
preceding years. The large increase of £342,000 is shown last year 
over 1904. The trade was distributed as follows:

It will be seen that except in the case of France, whose share 
consists almost entirely of cigarette paper, the increase was gen- 
eral. Printing paper has augmented by nearly 92 per cent., and 
although the United Kingdom is still the largest exporter, the 
United States, Austria-Hungary and Belgium all show substantial 
advances. Germany's increase is due to packing, match, imitation 
Japanese and fancy papers. It may be of interest to note that 
whereas the 5,000,000 pounds of British printing paper were 
valued at £53,000, the 8,500,000 pounds of American paper only 
cost £49,000. 

The imports of cardboard into Japan were: 1905, 5,017,716 
pounds, £32,000; 1904, 2,565,002 pounds, £15,000; 1903, 10,157,370 
pounds, £70,000; 1902, £36,000. 


Expansion and Stretch of Papers. 
(By R. W. Srypatt, F. C. S.) 


The term “stretch” is one which is somewhat loosely applied in 
dealing with paper, and with the causes which influence the changes 
in physical condition implied by the term. 

In general practice among printers and other users of paper the 
term is used to denote the slight alteration of size which a paper 
undergoes when submitted to the printing press, particularly if the 
paper is used for color process work. 

The word is, however, equally familiar to paper makers as ap- 
plied to the elongation of paper when a strip is submitted to ten- 
sion in a testing machine. 

The use of the same word in reference to such different proper- 
ties of the paper as these is certainly misleading, and it would be 
better to confine the word “stretch” to the elongation of a paper 
due to tensile strain, and to utilize the word “expansion” as de- 
scriptive of the changes which are apt to occur in papers during 
printing. 

The first word implies the use of an exterior force which acts 
upon the paper, while the latter suggests the natural alteration of 
area which the sheet undergoes by reason of contact with moist 
surfaces. 

It is interesting to notice that during the process of manufacture 
the sheet of paper is under the influence of a number of forces 
which tend to alter the relation of the fibres in the paper as first 
determined on the machine wire. 

The contraction of the width of the paper due to shrinkage of 
the fibres as the wet sheet gradually dries is a well known factor, 
and the measure of this contraction is the difference between the 
width of the deckel on the wire and the width of the untrimmed 


sheet of paper on the reel. This contraction varies in extent ac- 
cording to the amount of “draw” on the machine, or the strain 
from press rolls to cylinders, and is also influenced by the nature 
of the fibre and the treatment it has undergone in the beating en- 
gine. The contraction in the length of the paper as a factor to 
be reckoned with in watermarking by means of a dandy roll need 
not be enlarged upon, since every machineman is acquainted with 
the necessity of keeping a careful lookout on fraction of an inch. 

With ordinary papers which are not watermarked the contrac- 
tion of the paper due to the gradual removal of water by the dry- 
ing cylinders may not actually show itself. As a matter of fact, 
with strong wood papers the pull over the drying cylinders from 
the wet press frequently results in the production of a sheet of 
larger area at the dry end than at the wet end. This increase is 
really detected by measuring the width of the deckel and length of 
wire at the wet end of the machine, and comparing the area so 
calculated with the area of the dry sheet, determined by multiply- 
ing the width of the untrimmed reel by the distance between two 
consecutive wire marks in the paper. In one case, that of a strong 
manila, the writer found the length between two wire marks on 
the dry paper to be 72 feet, the actual wire being 70 feet. In a 
second case, a cheap wood hanging paper, the distance between the 
wire marks was only 3 inches greater than the length of the wire. 

The conditions which exist on the machine are obviously vari- 
able, and the measurement of the length of paper has but little 
value if merely observed as a matter of curiosity. But for certain 
papers, such as litho, map, chart and diagram papers, any systematic 
observations of this kind, coupled with investigations as to the 
natural shrinkage due to removal of moisture by exposeure to air, 
would be exceedingly valuable. 


Cutting Wood for Publishers’ Paper Company. 


PortsmoutH, N. H., September 4, 1906—O. W. Fernald, of 
Berlin, N. H., has just closed a big contract for cutting pulp wood 
for the Publishers’ Paper Company. The contract calls for the 
cutting of 20,000 cords of wood this winter and 25,000 cords yearly 
for the next ten years. 


English “Brown” Makers Advance Prices. 


At a meeting of paper makers, held at Birmingham, England, 
it has been unanimously decided to raise the prices of wrapping 
papers and paper bags. It has been an open secret for some time 
that the advance in the price of rags and other materials used in 
making wrapping papers would make an advance in the latter 
compulsory, 


Paper bowls made in the ordinary way, says the Papier Zeit- 
ung, have a very short life on calenders employed in glazing imi- 
tation parchment owing to the great heat and pressure required. 
Bowls made with asbestos and tissue paper have been found to 
be much more durable. The discs should be put on under con- 
siderable pressure, and the ends ought to be made oil-tight, as oil 
and heat will destroy any paper bowl in a very short time. Sul- 
phite paper is too brittle for making bowls. 


The buildings formerly occupied by the Muncie Pulp Company, 
Muncie, Ind., which are now owned by Franklin Brothers, are not 
occupied as yet, but it is expected that by next spring an important 
industry will have been established there. The owners of the 
buildings have been negotiating with a number of manufacturers 
for some time, and it is probable that one of them will accept the 
place as a site for their future business.

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BRITISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The Imports for the Month of July Show an Increase of £65,261 
Over the Corresponding Month Last Year, and the Ex- 
ports for the Same Time Show an Increase of £40,513.

Lonvon, England, August 25, 1906.—The imports of paper, etc., 
into the United Kingdom were well maintained during July, the 
total value being £503,441, or £65,261 better than during the corre- 
sponding month of last year. The seven months’ imports show the 
high figure of £3,342,980, an increase of £443,913 as compared with 
January-July of last year. During the seven months ended July 
last the receipts of unprinted paper on reels were of the value of 
£717,421; unprinted paper not on reels, £1,650,917; hangings, £99,- 
282; other printed or coated papers, £241,767 ; straw boards, £345,770; 
and mill and wood pulp boards, £287,823. All classes show an 
increase in value compared with the corresponding period of last 
year, amounting in unprinted on reels to £145,076; unprinted not on 
reels, £192,729; hangings, £18,327; other printed or coated papers, 
£11,940; straw boards, £59,906, and mill and wood pulp boards, 
£15,935. It will be seen that foreign countries, particularly Sweden, 
Norway, the United States and Germany, have been very active in 
their shipments of unprinted paper to this country during the 
present year. 

Last month there was a satisfactory development in the export 
paper trade, the value (£197,496) showing an increase of £40,513 
compared with July of last year. The total value for January- 
July stands at £1,184,829, an improvement of £68,907 compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. The shipments of writings, 
printings and envelopes during the seven months ended July last 
were of the value of £771,056; hangings, £141,639; bags, £21,841, 
and other descriptions, £250,293. Increases are general compared 
with the corresponding period of last year, amounting in regard 
to writing, printings and envelopes to £44,603; hangings, £7,650; 
bags, £587, and other descriptions, £16,058. It is satisfactory to 
find a considerable improvement in the demand for British writ- 
ings and printings on the part of British possessions, the only ex- 
ception being British South Africa. Briton. 


British Market Conditions. 


The following report appeared in the Swedish trade journal 
Affarsvarlden, of the 16th ult.: At the present time of the year 
with so many people taking their holidays, things are usually rather 
flat in the pulp market, and such has been the case for some weeks 
past. But it seems not unlikely that business will wake up again 
shortly. The increasing consumption of sulphite pulp has already 
been remarked and commented upon in the various trade papers 
and elsewhere, and several buyers who thought they had bought 
enough to carry them well on for some time begin to show signs 
of wanting increased supplies for the winter months. There is also 
some inquiry for 1907 delivery, while, as everybody knows, very 
little remains unsold for that year. In mechanical pulp very little 
buying has been done of late, very few British buyers being willing 
to come up to the pulp makers’ limits for 1907 as yet, and for 
prompt delivery the inquiry is very small. In Scandinavia the 
drought is causing pulp makers to be ra‘her anxious about their 
water supply, and if they do not get relief soon in the shape of 
rain further restrictions in production will be necessitated.

Reducing Hours of Labor in English Mills. 

The negotiations between the Amalgamated Socicty of Paper 
Makers and the Hartlepool Pulp and Paper Company, concerning 
the introduction of shorter hours of labor, says the World’s Paper 
Trade Review, afford pleasing evidence of the excellent relations 
between employers and employees in the paper trade of this coun- 
try. The Hartlepool members of the society introduced the sub- 
ject in a proper spirit, their desire being to avoid any antagonistic 
feeling. Referring to the discussion Mr. William Dyson, the sec- 
retary, in his report, says: “Doubts were expressed as to the ulti- 
mate success of our efforts, and the usual antiquated ‘parrot cry’ 
was put forth as to whether the employers would be agreeable to 
allow the interference of a third party; on the other hand it was 
pointed out that employers in other trades were agreeable to dis- 
cuss the grievances of their workpeople with the latter's trade 
union representatives, and why should not employers in the paper 
trade do likewise, as no harm could possibly accrue from a friendly 
discussion, whether on the question of working long hours or any 
other grievance, always providing it is fully realized by ‘capital’ 
and ‘labor’ that the interests of both are inseparably combined?” 
The interview so readily afforded to Mr. Dyson by Mr. J. Makin, 
manager of the West Hartlepool Pulp and Paper Mills, allowed 
the proposal to be discussed in all its bearings, and both gentlemen 
are to be congratulated on the result. Mr. Makin, in giving the 
shorter hours a trial, shows his thoughtful appreciation of the 
claims of the workers, and the latter no doubt will be encouraged 
by the benefits that follow to do their utmost to keep up produc- 
tion. Mr. Dyson in his report also mentions “that if those mem- 
bers who are still working the ‘long drag’ will tackle the question 
in a straightforward and earnest manner, we are of the opinion 
that the extermination of this cursed and unprofitable system can 
be brought about in a very short time with benefit to all concerned, 
and though we cannot reasonably hope to meet with the same 
measure of success in every case as we have in this one, it in our 
opinion proves conclusively that our employers generally will, if 
approached in a reasonable and businesslike manner, listen to 
any grievance we may have to lay before them.” 

The village of Oconto Falls, Wis., where the fibre and paper mill 
of the Falls Manufacturing Company is located, has just sold 
$17,500 worth of bonds on a 4 and 64-100 per cent. basis to provide 
money for the construction of its proposed water works. Bids for 
materials for the construction and equipment of the plant will be 
opened this week.

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FALL TRADE STARTING UP. 


Reports from the Principal Trade Centres Indicate a Revival of 
General Business Which Is Having Its Effect on the 
Sale of Paper—Looking for Higher Prices. 


Now that Labor Day is over and the vacation season is at an 
end the summer dullness has practically passed away. With the 
resumption of general business on Tuesday the market situation 
began to show signs of real activity, and with the orders and 
many inquiries that accumulated over the holiday a decided change 
for the better was noticeable in nearly all branches of the trade. 
The revival of interest shown in the various grades has stiffened 
quotations to some extent, and the whole market has displayed an 
increase of strength. As the season advances the firmer tone now 
prevailing will no doubt result in an upward movement in prices, 
as the general level of quotations is now altogether too low to 
continue through the month of September. These advances when 
they come will likely be determined by the strength of the fall 
demand for paper. Of course, it is needless to say that a harden- 
ing of prices on the various grades is bound to come, provitling 
the fall demand is of even average proportions. Judging from 
present conditions the outlook for business this month is very 
promising, and the majority of the paper men predict a large trade, 
with a gradual increase in prices. These assertions are based on 
the comparatively small stocks on hand of consumers in all parts 
of the country, and the fact that the manufacturers in a good 
many instances have been disinclined to load up with orders at 
the old figures. The short supply of stock in the hands of the 
consumer and the determination of the manufacturers to take ad- 
vantage of an upward movement in the market will result, it is 
believed, in higher prices on nearly all grades of paper. The gen- 
eral increase in the cost of raw materials which enter into the 
manufacture of paper is another reason advanced in support of 
better prices. In the course of a few weeks the trade will be in a 
position to judge more accurately and form a better opinion in 
regard to the condition of the market. As the trade situation will 


be in a rather unsettled state this week no definite conclusions can 
be safely drawn.

Except in the matter 
of prices for product everything is quite satisfactory. The mills are 
doing more business than they did a year ago at this time. While 
it is admitted on all hands that the depression in the paper busi- 
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ness has been caused by overproduction, it is believed that the dis- 
tance between production and consumption is now being lessened 
rather than increased, with the prospect of the latter ere long over- 
taking the former. 

“I cannot see,” said a manufacturer of fibre papers to me today, 
“why our people do not get together in some way and raise prices 
somewhat nearer a profitable basis. I think the conditions would 
warrant it. The volume of business is good, all our machines are 
busy and the paper is going out as fast as it is made. The jobbers 
would not object to it. Individual mills are of course afraid to 
take the plunge, but I think the time is coming, and not so far 
away, when individual mills will be able to arrange with their 
trade for some betterment of prices.” Fox River. 





Great Activity in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 3, 1906.—The trend of business is 
upward. As yet the distinct metamorphosis generally noticed 
upon the actual beginning of fall trade has not developed, but the 
change is beneficial, and more encouraging reports are received 
from the various mill centres of this valley. The present week is 
showing greater activity in nearly all branches, and except for 
the holiday at the beginning of the week it would have recorded 
the heaviest business of the early fall trade. Manufacturers and 
dealers alike have made extensive preparations to handle what 
they reasonably expect will be the heaviest fall business in their 
history. The past year has more than met all expectations, and 
there are few firms whose ledgers do not show handsome bal- 
ances. 

The demand for the better grades of paper was keen during 
the week, and on all sides there were signs of the fall trade. 
Within a short time the situation will be immeasurably improved. 
One of the large mills in the valley was forced to close for a 
few days owing to the lack of wood. M. V. 





Demand Good, Prices Low, in Toronto. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, September 3, 1906.—Paper houses report a 
good demand for goods, but with prices still very unsatisfactory. 
Nor do manufacturers look for much improvement in the near 
future. While one mill is reported as having financial troubles, 
this will not have more than a moral effect upon the market in 
_ warning some that present prices are unremunerative. Anothier 
large mill will start in the fall, and even with the present list of 
mills Canada’s production of paper is far in excess of require- 
ments, so that prices must be regulated by the export trade. And 
with mills making large quantities of paper and shipping it out, 
there will always be a tendency to take any home contracts that 
offer at very low prices. In a word, there is a big volume of trade 
with very low prices, and about the best that can be said seems 
to be that prices are so low that they cannot get any lower. In 
the meantime it is said that the “dumping” of goods from the 
States is about stopped, as there is very litthe margin in most 
lines. iL. 


An Improvement in Montreal. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontreEAL, Canada, September 4, 1906—There seems to be an 
improvement in the general paper business, but prices are still 
unchanged. Orders for larger amounts are being received, but 
there is no report of scarcity, and most of the mills appear to have 
plenty of stock on hand. News paper is in fair demand, with 
prices unchanged as quoted, 

The situation in pulp is not so certain as in other branches of 


the trade, and although the mills have generally a good supply of 
materials on hand, there is no indication of an immediate reduc- 
tion in prices. L. 


NOTES OF THE TRADE. 


Harry Skirball and J. Beerman, of Chelsea, Mass., formerly with 
Cohen Brothers Paper Company, Boston, have formed a partner- 
ship in the wholesale and jobbing paper business, They will carry 
stationery, blank books, wrapping paper, bags, twine, school sup- 
plies, etc. 

The Japanese customs authorities announce that after October 1 
next the new regulations requiring the production of certificates of 
origin on imports will be rigidly enforced. This certificate of origin 
must contain the marks, numbers, designations, numbers of pack- 
ages, weights and measurements of the goods, and the place made. 


The building of the new pulp and paper mill and dam at North 
Anson, Me., is now in operation, which consists largely in the work 
of drilling and blasting, there being two steam drills with sufficient 
help to run them. A crew is also at work on the dam, which is to 
be built opposite and a little above the American Shoe Finding 
factory. 


D. H. Dugan, a Government engineer, is about to begin a sur- 
vey of the Peshtigo River, situated a short distance north of the 
city of Green Bay, Wis., in the interest of information the Gov- 
ernment is compiling concerning the water powers of that portion 
of the country. Crivitz, where a paper and pulp making industry 
is located, is on the Peshtigo River, which is well suited for this 
industry. , 

Through the courtesy of a rival manufacturer in the same line, 
George J. Kroeck & Co., of Chicago, even though its own stock was 
totally destroyed, is able to continue supplying its customers and 
in the field for new orders. The rival concern, H. Schultz & Co., 
with almost unprecedented generosity. has promised the stricken 
firm temporary accommodations until its own new plant and stock 
can be constructed and installed. 


Low Water at Franklin, N. H., Affects Pulp Mills. 


Concorp, N. H., September 4, 1906.—The water in the river at 
Franklin, N. H., is so low that the pulp grinders in the mills of 
the International Paper Company can only be run half the time. 


Condition of the German Rag Market. 


No great change has developed in the paper stock market, says 
The World’s Paper Trade Review of London. There is not much 
business to be done at present, most buyers from the mills being 
away for their holidays. Jute stock, which has been in excellent 
demand, is more plentiful, and prices are dropping down. The 
demand from the United States has ceased, and it is practically 
impossible to get even an offer from there. All sorts of white 
cottons and linens are in good demand, with quotations continuing 
unchanged. Extra light prints are a little more plentiful, prices 
are unchanged, and it is not likely that they will drop, as most 
dealers have contracted for their entire production until the end 
of the present year. 

Grey and blue linens, hemp rope and strings, also all sorts of 
manila rope, are in excellent demand. The latter grade is very 
searce, and high prices are being paid from America. New cut- 
tings, with the exception of white and, unbleached, have been in 
very poor demand during the last four or five weeks. America 
has practically stopped buying this grade, and the mills there are 
very heavily stocked. Prices are, consequently, lower, and packers 
are collecting rather big stocks. It is hoped, however, that there 


will be a greater demand for cuttings in a month or so. Things 


are usually very slack at this time of the year, most of the mills 
being shut down for repairs. It is anticipated by packers that a 
good buying movement will again develop at the end of September. 
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STATE COMMITTEE TOURS ADIRONDACKS. 


A Tour Through Important Parts of the Adirondacks That 
Yielded Valuable Information Was Completed Last Week 
by a Special Committee of the Assembly. 


The mountain region was entered by the committee by way of 
Utica, and the trip was continued by train, boat and wagon east to 
Lake Champlain. At Lake George the committee members were 
the guests of E. Burgess Warren, of Sagamore, whose handsome 
boat, the Ellide, an exceptionally fast vessel, was placed at their 
The State hatchery at Saranac Lake and the State nur- 
series at the same place were inspected, as was also a large tract 
of land on the road from Tupper Lake to Wawbeek, on Saranac 
Lake. This tract has been covered with nursery trees in the ex- 
periment of reforestation. The trees which were planted five 
years ago are waist high, and are hardy. 

The preservation of the Adirondack forests is a State problem 
of increasing importance, inasmuch as the prominent watersheds 
of the eastern sections of the State are dependent upon them for 
This affects the source of potable water of irmum- 
erable cities, villages and towns, as well as navigation interests 
on the Hudson, The vast demand for pulp used in the manufac- 
ture of paper has developed an industry which unless restricted in 
the Adirondacks bids fair to jeopardize the interests of the State 
along the lines above indicated. Pulp manufacturers seek soft 
wood, and do not confine their operations in the woods to the cut- 
ting of matured trees. They can utilize trees of 6 inches in diamter, 
while lumber is cut from trees 10 to 14 inches in diameter. 

While lumbermen have made serious inroads in the forests 
which cover the mountains in the northern portions of the State, 
their output does not reach the proportions of that of the pulp 
companies. For instance, while 7,000 logs were drawn in Keene 
Valley during the last year for lumber, the number of logs for pulp 
wood was 50,000. The trees are cut by residents, under contract 
for the pulp companies, and the prices are often at a figure which 
leave the woodsmen little profit. There can be no restriction on the 
cutting of timber on private lands, although the forests could be 
saved if only the matured trees were cut. When the trees are 
felled, the moss and undergrowth which hold the moisture are 
dried and killed. Where mountain lands and timber tracts are not 
owned by the State, trees may be cut at the pleasure of the owner. 
Under the Constitution, however, it is unlawful to cut a tree on 
State lands for any purpose. 

For the preservation of the forests of the Adirondacks and the 
Catskills as well, the State has adopted two methods, which in 
time, it is believed, will save the unmatured trees and promote a 
growth of desirable trees, both for commercial and economical pur- 
poses. One is the purchase of land for the State preserve. This 
saves the trees on land so purchased. The other is scientific for- 
estation, through the growing of trees from seed and by trans- 
planting from State nurseries. This latter process is necessarily 
slow, but the State’s experiments have proceeded far enough to 
insure success 

Planting was begun by the State about six years ago. The 
young trees set out at that time are hardy and of good size. It 
will take many years to bring them to maturity, but before long 
they will do their share in retaining needed moisture. Col. William 
L. Fox. State Superintendent of Forests, has charge of the scien- 
tific features of forest preservation. An appropriation of $10,000 
has enabled the Forest, Fish and Game Department to extend its 
work of plantyng. and new tracts are being covered with young 
trees of rapid growth. Colonel Fox and his assistants in the de- 
partment have made a study of tree planting methods in the great 
forests of Germany, and many features of the work there have 


been incorporated in the plans successfully carried out in this 
State

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GREAT NORTHERN MAY BUILD TWO MILLS. 


Owing to Unfavorable Conditions at Burnt Land Rips the Com- 
pany May Decide to Build Pulp Mill at Dolbeare Rips 
and the New Paper Mill at Burnt Land Rips. 


[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Bancor, Me., September 4, 1906.—Instead of building one big 
mill on the West Branch of the Penobscot at Burnt Land Rips, it 
seems very probable that the Great Northern Paper Company will 
build two mills in the immediate vicinity. The Great Northern 
had made plans for a 150 ton pulp and paper mill at Burnt Land 
Rips, which is a fine water power on the West Branch a few miles 
above Medway, which up to this time has been undeveloped. For 
more than two months a large force of men has been at work at 
Burnt Land Rips with preparations for the building of this mill and 
the big dam at the rips which was to give the machinery of the mill 
its motive power. The land on the east shore of the river has 
been cleared and a small town already started there. 

In making their surveys for the dam and sinking test pits for the 
foundations it seems that the engineers found the conditions at 
Burnt Land Rips such as would not warrant the building these of 
a dam and mill such as was proposed. Accordingly they went far- 
ther up the river to Dolbeare Rips, another good water power 
about 2 miles above Burnt Land Rips. The company owns the land 
at Dolbeare Rips as well as at Burnt Land Rips, and there was 
nothing to prevent the building of a dam and mill there except 
in the matter of damages to parties owning water power privi- 
leges above Dolbeare Rips, which would be flowed out by the back- 
flow from a dam built at the latter place. The dam which the Great 
Northern Paper Company proposes to build at Dolbeare Rips is 
expected to be of such a height that it will flow the river back over 
Ledge Falls, thus depriving them of their value as a water power. 
It is understood that the owners of the Ledge Falls privilege and 
the Great Northern people have come to an agreement regarding 
the amount of damages due the owners of the water power from 
the flowing out of Ledge Falls, and with this obstacle removed 
the Great Northern is free to go ahead with the development of the 
power at Dolbeare Rips. 

It is expected that the power at Dolbeare Rips will be used for 
the operation of a mill to manufacture wood pulp and that the 
paper mill will be located at Burnt Land Rips. . This will divide the 
mill, which it was first planned to build at the down river power. 


Coated versus Uncoated Paper. 


Among many new and interesting processes and things revealed 
at the late printing exhibition at the Agricultural Hall, Islington, 
England, says the British and Colonial Printer and Stationer, none 
is more worthy of attention or appeals more strongly to all who are 
interested in the art of color printing than a new process of 
printing in permanent colors on durable uncoated papers, that may 
have been overlooked by many. Specimens of three color work of 
this character were exhibited by A. Christopher Fowler, a pro- 
gressive London printer who has achieved a good deal of suc- 
cess in his particular line. They were fine examples of colored 
plates of various birds, insects and reptiles, reproduced with nat- 
ural exactness from water color paintings or direct from nature, 
and exhibited by permission of the Hon. Walter Rothschild, M. P., 
who was really the cause of these interesting experiments being 
made by Mr. Fowler, for he made it a condition of the work to be 
placed that it must be on uncoated paper, and thus provided the im- 
petus which has resulted so creditably to the printer. The outcry 
against the imptrmanence of coated papers, which so quickly dis- 
color and deteriorate, and thus destroy whatever is printed on them, 
that was raised by the Society of Arts a year or two ago and was 
taken up by many others fearing the irretrievable loss of valuable 
contemporary plates, prints, etc., will be fresh in the memory. The 





present process in some measure offers a remedy. We say in some 
measure because the cost makes it prohibitive for the general run 
of commercial work. The secret of the process lies in the use of a 
specially made paper and specially prepared inks. After many 
months of steady plodding and dogged perseverance, with the ulti- 
mate aim of achieving what he has at last been so successful in 
doing, Mr. Fowler discovered a stout, pure white, smooth uncoated 
paper that took his special inks with highly satisfying brilliancy of 
effect, and, what is of greater importance, retains them unaffected 
by climate. 


Philip Carey Company to Build in Canada.

Toronto, Canada, September 4, 1906—The Philip Carey Com- 
pany, of Lockland, Ohio, maker of felts, building papers and pat- 
ent roofing, will build a factory this fall in central Ontario. The 
exact location is not yet decided upon. The company has a ware- 
house in Toronto, where at the present time it is handling its patent 
roofing. L.

In Answer to the Stated Question of How to Regulate These 
Parts to Give a Good Mark on Different Qualities of 


Paper Two Competitors Win First Prize. 


In a prize competition maintained by Paper Making, of London, 
England, the writers of the papers printed herewith were both tied 
for first place. 

The subject of the contributions was: 

“How would you regulate the dandy, stuff and machine gener- 
ally, to give a good mark on different qualities of laid papers; say 
for an esparto, sulphite wood and common laid paper, or any other 
qualities of paper with which you may be familiar?” 

(Answer By H. Winton.) 

With paper made from good material, such as esparto and sul- 
phite, and where a nice closed sheet is required, I should first see 
that the esparto was properly boiled and washed and well treated in 
the beaters; for it is here that the stuff gets its final touch before 
being made into paper. 

The influence which some slight change in the beating wil! pro- 
duce in the behavior of the stuff on the machine has its effects upon 
the qualities of the finished paper. 

Allow that the beating has been properly performed and the 
pulp has been completely disintegrated into the ultimate fibres, 
and also contains all the necessary materials which go to form the 
finished paper, it is then run down into one or two cylindrical tanks, 
called “stuff chests.” From the stuff chest the pulp is pumped into 
a “mixing box,” where the right proportion of water is finally 
made up. The flow of stuff from the chest must, of course, be regu- 
lated to suit the required thickness of paper. It then flows out in 
a thin stream on to a series of vibrating strainers, where it is freed 
from any foreign bodies which may be present. -The final operation 
of converting this thin stream of pulp into a continuous web of 
paper is done on the paper machine. 

The action of this machine is as follows: The pulp streams 
through adjustable sluice gates on to an endless traveling sheet 
of wire gauze, which is of so fine a mesh that practically only 
water can pass through. This “wire,” as it is called, is carried by 
a number of rollers which by capillary attraction draw the water 
from the pulp through the meshes of the wire as it passes over 
them. At the same time it is made to vibrate rapidly from side 
to side in order to agitate the fibres and assist them to form a 
proper web of paper. The water is further removed from the 
pulp while it is on the wire by what are called “suction boxes.” 
These are wooden boxes placed just underneath the wire and ex- 
tending across its whole width, and in which a constant vacuum 
is maintained by a suction pump. The result is that as the pulp 
passes over these boxes the vacuum draws a good deal of the 
water through the wire, so that at this stage the pulp rapidly as- 
sumes the appearance of paper. It is now that constant care must 
be exercised with the suction boxes to be able to judge whether 
the stuff is free or slow, and adjust the suction to suit the stuff— 
and much depends on the experience of the machine man, who 
can often work his boxes to make a good job of indifferently 
beaten stuff—and that the stuff is not too wet under the dandy 
roll, but sufficiently wet to take the necessary impression. 

Suction boxes on all papers where a dandy is used should be 
worked so as to be just moist under the dandy. The position of 
the dandy when on the machine is usually an inch or two back 
of the second box. On machines having four or five boxes it is 
placed between the second and third boxes. The “dandy” rests 
upon the wiret and as the stuff passes between it and the wire it 
receives on its under side the impression of the wire, and on its 
top side the impression of the dandy. 

In news, printings, esparto, and straw papers the stuff is usually 
fairly free, though the speed of the web is much greater (150 to 


450 feet) than with rag papers. The vacuum for boxes making 
these papers should be about 6 pounds, the web being left moist 
after leaving the last box but one, so as to receive a good im- 
pression from the dandy. There are wove, spiral, and laid dandy 
rolls (plain and watermarked). Many of the defects which appear 
in paper when held before the light are caused by the dandy roll 
on the machine. The wove dandy is capable of causing much 
trouble to the machine man at times. When making light paper 
at a high speed it causes the appearance of streaks in the paper 
that very much resemble worms. They are caused by water leav- 
ing the dandy, and can be prevented by keeping the dandy cover 
thoroughly clean and using plenty of steam for the steam shower 
pipe, which is usually placed in front of the dandy. 

On some machines air instead of steam is used; this is more 
convenient than steam, as it allows the machine tender to sée to the 
evenness of the sheet as it leaves the dandy. A little grease spot 
becoming fixed in the meshes of the dandy covering is sometimes 
the cause of many breaks of the paper on the machine, as it 
picks from the paper a little piece of stuff which grows larger with 
each revolution of the dandy, and finally falls off and causes the 
paper to break, either at, the couch rolls or first press. The “lick- 
ing up” at the edges of the paper is usually caused by insufficient 
suction on the first suction box, and can be overcome by using 
more water, rinsing the slices, and using more suction on the first 
box. 

Very often laid dandys give much trouble on this account, and a 
very good remedy consists in sewing a strip of wire cloth about 6 
inches wide together, so that it may be slipped on the laid dandy 
and run on the edge of the paper. In running lettered dandys, or 
those upon which are sewed letters or designs, the machineman is 
kept busy keeping the sheet clear from “dandy picks,” or places in 
the sheet where the sewing on the letters has picked the stuff, leav- 
ing a little pinhole in its place. In order to overcome these defects 
it is necessary to rest the dandy as lightly as possible on the stuff, 
and still obtain a clear impression. Rubbing the letters with kero- 
sene is very effective for a time, but only lasts until the kerosene 
is gone. Some machinemen soak the dandy wiper in kerosene, and 
by this means succeed in freeing the sheet from picks; but kero- 
sene used in this manner is liable to cause the dirt that gathers on 
the “guard board” and “press doctors” to become loose and fixed 
on the surface of the paper. Very often the dandy becomes full of 
“froth,” and if not cleaned out will cause a crushed appearance in 
the paper. I have seen machine tenders put more suction on the 
first box, thus having the paper drier as it passed under the dandy, 
and by so doing they rid the paper of the crushed appearance, but 
they do not have the sheet as well closed as it would be if they 
had cleaned the froth from the dandy and left the suction as it was. 

When the stuff has been beaten fast and fine, and kept close 
by a nice shake on the machine, I should have the first suction box 
the pulp comes to only just open, so as not to make the pulp 
hard; then when it comes under the dandy the pulp would receive 
a nice impression, and then pull all the water out by the next 
suction box, couching it fairly hard, and not pressing it too hard 
at press rolls. Sometimes extra moisture is needed before the 
proper mark can be obtained. This can be effected by opening the 
air valve connected with the box, thus checking the action of the 
pump and allowing more water to go forward. This will show 
some control over the dandy and make a plainer watermark. An- 
other idea is the use of a twilled cotton thread wound round the 
end of the dandy, so as to decrease its speed in comparison with 
that of the wire—for the purpose of enlarging the watermark on 
the surface of the paper. Another means of controlling the mark 
of a dandy is by heating the wet stuff, but one which should not 
be resorted to unless no other ready means can be found, and if 
possible only in cases of emergency. Of course wet stuff means 
fibres expanded or distended by the prolonged action and contact 


with water. Any heat applied tends to make a sheet shrink less

while drying, in consequence of the ultimate fibres themselves be- 
ing partially shrunk before they are felted together.

(Answer by Thomas Hadfield.) 


No matter what quality of laid paper is to be made the most im- 
portant item is the selection and preparation of the raw material 
The materials selected and blended together should be of such a 
nature that the whole of the half stuff put in the beaters will be 
evenly beaten up in the same time. It is generally found that in 
mills which employ chemists to test the qualities of their half 
stuffs, chemicals, dyes, size, etc., as to their purity, that it is these 
mills that are least troubled with difficulty on the machine; also 
where mills are supplied with an unlimited amount of pure water. 

Paper made from 50 per cent. of esparto half stuff and 30 per 
cent. of bleached sulphite should produce a first class sheet of paper. 
From 15 to 20 per cent. is allowed for sizing, loading, etc. Both 
these half stuffs should be free from bleach before putting in the 
beaters. If a good finish is desired the stuff should be given plenty 
of time in the beaters, and the fineness and elasticity of the fibres 
should be taken into account, and the pulp when let down in the 
stuff chests should be fairly fine, but not soft. If the pulp is quickly 
prepared in the beaters, such pulp is generally of an uneven nature, 
and it is a difficult matter for the machineman to give the paper 
a uniform impression at the dandy. Whether the machine runs 
slow or fast, the nature and same proportion of stuff should be 
used in each engine, also the same time should be allowed for beat- 
ing, for if the stuff is let down alternately long and short, then the 
machineman will be in constant trouble as to the allowance made 
for contraction and expansion of the paper; for instance, a fine 
engine may draw in the sheet one-eighth of an inch or more, while 
stuff not properly milled would cause the paper to expand in the 
same proportion. It is this variation in the stuff, size, loading and 
time allowed for beating that gives many machinemen such an 
anxious time when making laid and watermarked paper. When 
making a first class sheet of paper the materials should undergo 
the same preparation as to time and treatment all along until the 
stuff reaches the stuff cock. 

Given the same uniform consistency of the pulp, less allowance 
is made for shrinkage than for rag papers. If the stuff is kept 
fairly fine, then the paper is made even on the machine; but if the 
stuff is quickly and unevenly beaten up, then the sheet will have a 
cloudy and mottled appearance, and the impression will be poor and 
unequal. Chlorine should be tested for, and if present should be 
neutralized by a good antichlor. All loading materials should be 
thoroughly strained before adding to the pulp; and for colored pa- 
pers only those dyes which are not affected by acids should be 
used. Steam should on no account be used in the beaters to soften 
the pulp. 

A good class of strainer should be used, such as “Rogers,” which 
will remove all knots, dirt, etc. There should be a steady and even 
flow of stuff, and the apron should be placed so that the stuff is 
equally spread along the breadth of the wire, and the movable 
slice should be carefully regulated as to the thickness of the sheet 
desired. More water should be used when making laid paper. The 
shake should be fairly powerful and even in action. Froth and 
“bells” should be kept off the wire by means of a spray of clean 
water in front of the breast roll. 

It is best to have three suction boxes, working easily, and the 
coucher §ackets should be even in thickness. The pressure should 
be the same in the middle as on the edges; if the pressure is not 
equal it will cause the paper to be unequally dried. In setting a 
laid dandy it should be placed exactly parallel, so that the lines 
come exactly on the top of each other when the sheets are folded. 
These lines are just raised sufficiently to produce a well defined 
* line on the paper. The dandy when running rests its whole weight 


on the wire and is kept perfectly steady by its supports; by this 
means more water is pressed out of the paper, the paper being 
given a close and fine texture. 

“Bells” are kept off the edges of the dandy by means of a cloth 
dipped in oil, which is placed so as to touch the edge of the dandy 
which is not in contact with the paper. The paper, to receive a 
good impression, should be fairly moist under the dandy. The 
dandy should be kept perfectly free from dirt or grease by being 
constantly washed, or by a spray of steam meeting the dandy at 
right angles. The draw from the first to second press should not 
be too tight, and the top press rolls should be kept perfectly clean 
by means of a well fitting “doctor.” 

Particular attention should be given as to the fibres being prop 
erly felted by means of the shake of the machine and proper con- 
trol of the suction boxes. Careful attention should be paid as to 
keeping the dandy, couchers, press bowls, and wet and dry felts 
perfectly clean. The temperature of the cylinders should be grad- 
ually increased. It has been found by practical experience that 
where much wood is used in the making of watermarked papers 
the impression is not so good as in the rag and esparto papers. 

It may be taken for granted that the uniform treatment of the 
materials in their course of manufacture into pulp has a great deal 
to do with the nature, strength and appearance of the finished 
paper; it is much better for paper makers to prepare their own 
half stuff, unless bought half stuff can be analyzed and sampled 
as to its purity. Tuos. HaApriecp.

He was the 
most prominent man in local Republican politics, and was one of the 
original promoters of the system of water storage in the Adir- 
ondacks, being a member of the first State water board. He leaves 
a wife and two daughters.

Epwarp P, TANNER. 


Lee, Mass., September 4, 1906.—Edward P. Tanner, aged ninety- 
four, died at his home on Water street yesterday morning. 

He was born in Kinderhook, N. Y., learned the machinist’s trade 
and came to Lee to work in the shop of Beach & Royce in 1835 
He was possessed of much mechanical genius, and in two years 


rose from the ranks of the workmen to superintendent of the works. 


In 1842 he had the sole management, as the members of the firm 
became interested in their cotton mill. Mr. Tanner at that time 
bought their interests in the machine shop. He at once gave his 
attention more particularly to the manufacture of paper machines. 


In 1848 he took in Timothy D. Perkins as a partner, and for four- 


teen years the firm of Tanner & Perkins manufactured paper mill 
machinery. In 1862 Mr. Tanner again became solé owner, and 
during war times the business was very profitable. In 1878 he 
took his son, James A. Tanner, in as partner, the firm name being 
E. P. Tanner & Son. 

In May, 1891, he sold his business to Clark & Spencer. The 
business was started in 1828 by Beach & Royce, and is now con- 
ducted by the H. C. Clark & Son Machine Company. 


The Mexican Malva Fibre. 


Consul Louis Kaiser, of Mazatlan, responds to an American re- 
quest for information regarding a new fibre plant, called “malva,” 
concerning which he writes: 

Malva castillo grows wild in all parts of the Mexican State of 
Sinaloa, and is an abundant weed, growing from 3 to 5 feet high. 
It grows only during the rainy season, which is from July to the 
first part of October, and during November and later the plant 
becomes dry and resembles a stick of wood. By soaking the sticks 
in water and beating them the covering is easily removed from the 
fibre, which is spread out to dry, and is then ready for use. The 
weed will grow during the entire year if irrigation is used, which 
causes it to grow much more prolific and higher; in consequence 
the fibre becomes more valuable. 

This fibre has only lately come into use, as other fibre plants give 
a more abundant yield, but there is no doubt/that the malva plant 
will be cultivated and become an important ce of revenue for 
Mexico, This plant will also grown in all of the southern United 
States in which cotton is grown, and can be very easily raised from 
seed. Malva has not yet been used commercially, and it cannot 
now be safely predicted that it will be a paying industry. How- 
ever, the production of fibre plants is becoming one of im- 
portance on the coast, and with further continuous experiments 
being made the future value of malva as a fibre producer will no 
doubt be proven.

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PHOTOGRAPHIC PAPERS. 


There Are Certain Continental Makers of These Papers Whose 
Reputations Are Unrivalled—Secrets of Preparation. 


There are certain well known continental makes of photographic 
papers, says Paper Making, of London, England, which stand alone 
—unrivaled. They are prepared in a special manner difficult or 
impossible to imitate in this country. The secret of the preparation 
has not yet been fathomed by the British paper maker, but the price 
obtained for such paper should be sufficient to stimulate the British 
manufacturer to do all that he can to produce an article equal in 
quality and properties to that of his continental rival. 

But let it be realized that the requirements from point of view 
of quality of paper are dependent upon the process of sensitizing 
and printing. The photographer is immensely exacting, because he 
has to handle very delicate processes easily affected by slight 
changes. What is wanted is a process of sensitizing that will make 
it possible for any ordinary paper to be made use of with satisfac- 
tory and artistic results. 

Mr. Howard Beadle made us acquainted, with the fact that a 
certain process is now in vogue which renders it possible to sensi- 
tize on any paper. He asked us to submit a number of papers, the 
qualities of which we had examined, and we selected from among 
those which we had examined from time to:time some very cheap, 
common wrapping papers, some paper used as body paper for coat- 
ing, cable papers, tissues, grocery papers and such like; we even 
went so far as to give him some “news,” which was quoted at 
the time at 12s. 6d. per cwt. less 5 per cent., 20 in. by 30 in, 19 
lb. From all of these good results were obtained, quite worthy 
to be framed and hung in anybody’s dining room. The sheer 
roughness and uncouthness of some papers add to the artistic ap- 
pearance. If a process of this kind could be applied by each in- 
dividual, and if each individual photographer. could sensitize his 
own paper, and could choose any paper he liked for color and sur- 
face, a greater variety of prints could be obtained than at present. 
I think in this connection I should like to mention a process which 
appears not to have attracted very much public notice, at least, in 
this country, although occasional reference has been made to it. 
Three years ago, when the writer was crossing the Atlantic, he 
met a chemist who was acting as Professor Oswald's assistant and 
colleague in connection with a photographic process. The process 
consisted of taking an ordinary negative, pouring upon its surface 
a solution of ether containing hydrogen peroxide; where the silver 
salts had been reduced the hydrogen peroxide was immediately de- 
composed, forming water and oxygen; where no reduction of silver 
salts had taken place the hydrogen peroxide was retained for a 
time. If, soon after the above mentioned solution had been poured 
upon the surface and drained off, the negative was brought in 
contact for a moment with a piece of serisitized paper, that por- 
tion of the paper in contact with the negative containing the hydro- 
gen peroxide was acted upon, whereas that portion in contact with 
the plate where the hydrogen peroxide had disappeared was left 
unacted upon. 

After this momentary contact of the negative with the paper, the 
paper was finished off in the usual way and the print so obtained. 
This process of printing is therefore not photographic, as mere 
contact in the dark was quite sufficient. The local disappearance 
of hydrogen peroxide was due to what is known as catalytic action. 
The great point appeared to us to be that this process could be 
used with papers sensitized with salts that are not photographic but 
capable of oxidation; thus iron and copper salts could be used. An 
ordinary paper could be smeared over with a solution of an iron 
salt, and after drying brought into contact with the negative treated 
as above described. The image on the paper could be developed by 
the use of gallic acid, producing a black print, or potassium ferro- 
cyanide producing a blue. If a copper salt was used, it could be 
developed with ferrocyanide producing a copper colored print. It 





is obvious to the chemist that this renders it possible to use a large 
range of salts by way of sensitizing and developing which cannot 
be used with the photographic print. Many dies can also be made 
use of. Furthermore, the kind of paper used is not limited to those 
of very special make, but almost any kind of good quality paper 
could be made use of. In spite of the beforementioned processes 
for printing, the question of paper remains in many processes as 
difficult as heretofore.

Victoria, B. C., August 27, 1906.—The current issue of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Gazette contains notices of incorporation of several 
important companies. Probably the most important is the Pacific 
Pulp and Power Company, Ltd., with a capital of $250,000. Its 
powers are most extensive, and include everything that may arise in 
regard to the exploitation of the company on a large scale. 


Freight Agents to Settle Claims for $50 or Less. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., September 4, 1906.—Dennis E. Farley, presi- 
dent of the Farley Paper Company, of Farley, Mass., has a bill 
to be presented to the next Legislature to give the power to all 
station agents to settle all bills against railroads under $50. In this 
Mr. Farley sees a great relief to many people who now must wait 
for many months for a settlement of a minor case where there is 
no question about the amount of damages. 


Paper Made in Prison. 


Most naturally the only prison paper mill in the world has been 
started in Russian Poland, called the Paper Factory of the Warsaw 
Improvement Prison. The improvement or betterment refers to the 
prisoners only—not to paper. The mill has been leased to a whole- 
sale paper dealer, H. Rogozinski, of Warsaw. The plant is in- 
stalled with the most modern paper machinery, and steam and elec- 
tric motors. The mill has cost 350,000 roublesjjand employs twenty-

The New Railroad Rate Law. 


According to advices from an authoritative source the new rail- 
road rate law which went into effect last week will not affect the 
paper trade as much as the majority of paper men have been led to 
believe. In fact, it may not change present rates at all when the 
various railroads have secured a complete understanding of the pro- 
visions as set forth in this new law. The only raise will be in the 
switching charges at large terminals, which in some instances will 
be increased about 50 per cent. As the new law calls for a uni- 
form rate, the railroads, most of which have had a sliding scale of 
switching charges from $1.50 to $3 and from $3 to $5, have placed 
This is about 


the only advance the paper manufacturer will have to meet, and 


the new charge at the larger figure in every case. 


these rates may even be reduced in the near future when the rail- 
roads have received a full interpretation of the new rate law. 

All general shipping rates will be continued as heretofore, as the 
change will not affect them under the new statute. There are a 
number of clauses in the new law which are of very great im- 
portance, and violations are provided for with heavy penalties and 
possible imprisonment. Two of these which may apply to the paper 
manufacturer more than the others are falsifying the correct 
weight of car shipments and billing goods under other than the 


proper heading.

profit, lack of which must inevitably leave him in the lurch. The 
managing head of every “house,” no matter how large the “con- 
cern,” should above all things see to it that each department head, 
and so many of the working force as by their intelligent interest 
show that they would profit by technical and professional infor- 
mation—that all these men are provided with the trade journals 
best fitted to promote the advancement of each in efficiency. This 
at the expense of the firm, of course, since the firm in turn cannot 
fail largely to profit by such policy. And don’t commit the folly 
of balking at the preponderance of advertising pages. The infor- 
mation these contain is never less and often far more valuable 


than found in the “reading matter.’—Boston Herald. 
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MAINE’S LEADING INDUSTRY. 


The Manufacture of Paper and Pulp in That State Has Jumped 
From Third to First Place Since 1900—Capital Invested 
$41,273,915; Value of Products $22,951,124. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuinaton, D. C., September 4, 1906.—Between 1900 and 1905 
the paper and wood pulp industry of the State of Maine has jumped 
from third place to first of all the manufacturing interests of that 
State. This is true not only in the amount of capital invested, but 
also in the value of the finished product. 

During the five years named the number of mills has increased 
from thirty-five to thirty-seven; the capital invested from $17,473,- 
160 to $41,273,915; the average number of wage earners from 
4,851 to 7,574; wages paid from $2,162,972 to $4,052,919; cost of 
materials used from $7,118,945 to $13,868,147, and value of products 
from $13,223,275 to $22,951,124. Not only has there been this marked 
increase in all parts of the industry, but, as in 1900, Maine stands 
third in the list of States engaged in the manufacturing of wood 
pulp and paper. The entire output of the State in 1900 was 10.4 
per cent. of the output in the United States; in 1905 it produced 
12.2 per cent. of the total output for the country at large. 

As already sated, there was an increase in the cost of materials 
used from $7,118,945 in 1900 to $13,868,147 in 1905, all items but 
one showing increased quantities and values. In 1900, 265,359 tons 
of domestic spruce were used at $1,325,165, or 77.1 per cent. of all 
material used; in 1905 it was 534,381 tons at $3,853,380, or 79.6 per 
cent. of the cost of all wood used. 

The amount of Canadian spruce used increased from 20,588 tons 
at $170,076 in 1900 to 27,754 tons at $241,491 in 1905. Of domestic 
poplar there was an increase from 49,317 tons at $199,377 to 104,- 
964 tons at $685,059. There was also an increase in the value of 
Canadian poplar from 539 tons at $1,716 to 5,612 tons at $54,302. 
The only decrease shown was in other domestic woods, from 6,544 
cords at $21,757 to 846 cords at $4,053. 

Of the total fibre purchased there was, in 1900, 48,740 tons of 
ground wood pulp at $599,129; in 1905 it was 60,132 tons at $937,741. 
Soda fibre showed an increase from 8,718 tons at $369,079 to 12,813 
tons at $532,544; on the other hand sulphite pulp purchased de- 
creased from 36,541 tons at $1,061,125 to 34,020 tons at an increased 
cost of $532,544. For 1905 there are also shown purchases of 303 
tons of other chemical fibre at $11,936. 

Of other materials used, chemicals show an increase from $718,- 
545 to $1,554,509; fuel and rent of power and heat from $733,601 
to $1,894,160, and of all other materials from $1,919,375 to $2,846,101. 

Of all the products news paper was the most important, leading 
with a production of 215,307 tons, valued at $7,721,864, as against 
122,738 tons at $4,122,050 in 1900, or of 75.4 per cent. in quantity 
and 87.3 per cent. in value. 

Book paper shows an increase from 30,041 tons at $2,660,211 to 
67,397 tons at $5,150,239. or 124.4 per cent. in quantity and 93.9 per 
cent. in value. Wrapping paper shows an increase from 39,659 tons 
to 89,818 tons, or 126.5 per cent., and in value from $2,092,298 to 
$4,075,497, or 94.8 per cent. 

In 1900 14,834 tons of boards were produced at $520,087; in 1905 
only 13,477 tons at an increased value of $523,568. The year 1905 
also shows 4,400 tons of fibre paper at $385,000. 

The most important of the pulp products was sulphite fibre, of 
which there was an increase from 27,143 tons at.$1,390,601 in 1900 
to 58,261 tons at $2,192,704 in 1905. Next in point of value was 
soda fibre, showing an increase from 32,956 tons at $1,269,141 to 
45,376 tons at $1,773,899. Ground wood pulp shows a decrease from 
78,954 tons at $1,168,887 to 64,480 tons at $922,206. There were also 
in 1905 other products to the value of $197,147. 

In this industry four establishments with invested capital of 
$5,922,577 were under firm management, the remaining thirty-three 


being incorporated companies. Six plants had outputs varying be- 
tween $20,000 and $100,000; twenty-four between $100,000 and 
$1,000,000, and seven with $1,000,000 or over; the latter establish- 
ments employed 57.6 per cent. of the wage earners, 4,362 out of 
7.574, and 61.5 per cent. of the total output, or $14,106,340 out of a 
total of $22,951,124. 

From the standpoint of power, the paper and wood pulp was the 
most important, the increase in the total horse power amounting to 
71,351, 
or 123.9 per cent.; waterwheel power, 40,669 horse power, or 53.6 
per cent., while electric power, owned and rented, increased 12,172 
horse power, or more than twenty-ninefold. 

Turning more particularly to detail, we find that out of the total 
capital invested in this industry of $41,273,915, $4,151,608 is invested 
in land, $11,239,679 in buildings, and $14,735,975 in machinery and 
tools, leaving $11,146,563 for cash and sundries. 

Eleven persons are interested in the control of these establish- 
ments. In addition to this the payrolls show 350 salaried employees 
receiving $604,774 annually. Of the $4,052,919 expended in wages, 
$3,966,200 goes to 7,253 men, 317 women receive $85,703 and four 
children $1,016. 

Out of a total miscellaneous expense of $2,257,950 rent of works 
took up $29,882; taxes, $190,954; rent of offices, interest on money 
invested, etc., $2,031,644, and contract work, $5,470. Of a total 
cost of material used of $13,868,147, fuel and rent of power and 
heat take $1,894,160. 

In addition to this there are in the State nine establishments for 
manufacturing paper boxes, with capital of $144,900, employing 222 
persons, and with an output valued at $236,149; one establishment 
for paper bags, and one for manufacturing pulp goods. A. F. T.

Mr. Dane has in turn leased the pulp mill 
and sawmill back to the Coos Manufacturing Company, and will 
build and operate a leatherboard mill on the property also. The 
Coos Manufacturing Company was incorporated a year ago with a 
capital of $100,000.

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SHORTER HOURS IN ENGLISH MILLS. 


The Old System Has Given Way to Less Hours of Work—The 
West Hartlepool Company Adopts New Schedule. 


| FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Lonpon, England, August 25, 1906. 

An important matter was discussed at the forty-ninth quarterly 
meeting of the Amalgamated Society of Papermakers, which is 
given prominence in the report, recently published, of Mr. William 
Dyson, the general secretary. The question was raised by members 
of the society at West Hartlepool concerning working late on Sat- 
urday night and starting up at Sunday midnight. It was considered 
that some action ought to be taken to bring about the discontinua- 
tion of this state of affairs, and further that this could be accom- 
plished without in any way destroying or even straining the good 
feeling that has always existed between the employers and the 
members of the organization. 

A resolution was unanimously passed “that the secretary write to 
Mr. J. Makin, manager Hartlepool Pulp and Paper Company, ask- 
ing him to respectfully consider the question of shutting down at 
2 p. m. on Saturdays, and not starting before 6 on Monday 
mornings, and, if necessary, for an interview to discuss the mat- 
ter.” The following is a copy of the letter sent by the secretary: 

7 Station Roap, Wooprey, July 3, 1906. 

Dear Sir—At the quarterly meeting of our society held in Man- 
chester on Saturday last, 1 was instructed to appeal to you to con- 
sider the question of closing your mills (as far as paper making is 
concerned) between the hours of 2 o'clock on Saturdays and 6 
o'clock on Monday mornings. 

You will, | feel sure, be aware that in the great majority of mills 
the old system of working ‘Saturday afternoons and starting up on 
Sunday midnight has been abolished, and it is generally admitted 
with great benefit to all concerned, 

And I have no doubt should you decide to grant our appeal that 
what experience has proved in other cases wil] prove also in yours, 
as it is more than can be expectéd of human nature that a man 
can do justice to his employer day after day, when all he has to 
look forward to is sleep and work year in and year out. 

In conclusion I trust this appeal will be considered in the same 
spirit in which it is made, viz., in the interests of both employer and 
workmen, and as in many cases amicable arrangements have been 
made by a friendly discussion of the question, I should be pleased 
to wait upon you for that purpose if you will kindly grant me an 
interview.

A reply was received saying that the contents of the letter were 
being impartially considered by Mr. Makin, also that he would be 
pleased to grant an interview to the secretary at his convenience. 
Mr. Dyson accordingly arranged for the same to take place on Sat- 
urday, July 21, the result of which was that Mr. Makin promised 
that after the week ending July 28 he would give the shorter 
hours a fair trial by closing at 2 p. m. on Saturdays and not starting 
till 6 on Monday mornings. 

Mr. Dyson tendered to Mr. Makin on his own behalf and on the 
behalf of the members of the society, as their representative, their 
most sincere thanks for the straightforward and generous manner 
in which he had dealt with the question throughout, and assured 
him, on behalf of the members at West Hartlepool, that no effort 
on their qart would be spared to keep the production of the mill 
as high as possible, and so try and prove to him, as it has deen 
proved to others, that there is absolutely no benefit either to em- 
ployer or workman in systematically keeping the mills running after 
2 o'clock on Saturdays and starting at midnight on Sunday.

The Origin and Nature of “Force” or “Strong” Paper—lIn- 
vented by Accident, It Has Become a Fixture—Boiled 
Wood Separated on Kollergang Its Characteristic. 


(TRANSLATED FROM WOCHENBLATT FOR Paper TRADE JOURNAL BY 
ALBERT Komp.) 


In the line of Swedish paper products we lately find the name of 
the often mentioned Kraft-papier, that means “Forcepaper,” owing 
its name to its special strength and firmness. 

This paper was originated scarcely twenty years ago. The inven- 
tion was made by an accident, A Swedish “cellulose master,” as 
they call the cook, was about to reject a boil of soda pulp into the 
waste department because the stuff was not boiled into as soft a 
state as usual. The wood pieces were too hard for allowing the 
rubbing into particles between the fingers. But the technical mill 
director desired to save something good out of the stuff and placed 
the half boiled wood on the kollergang, or edge runner, in order 
to get some sort of stuff that would be good enough for making 
a cheap wrapping paper for mill use. Contrary to all expettations 
the product made from the spoiled boil proved so very firm and 
strong that astonishment was supreme. New trials were ordered 
at once and samples distributed. Notwithstanding quotations of 
very high figures unusually large and regular orders were received, 
so that it became necessary to make arrangements and regulations 
at once for an increased production of the new article. In this 
manner the making of this excellent product was started. 

The excellent quality, however, has caused excessive and spu- 
rious imitations at reduced rates. The process is continued to 
this date on the principle of the supposedly spoiled boil. The es- 
sential road to success exists in the boiling of the chipped pieces 
of wood in lengths of seven-eighths to 1% inches into such an im- 
perfect state of solution that the chips can be parted by the hands 
only by using the finger nails. 

For making the best sheet of Kraft-papier it is required that the 
fibre should not be cut into short parts and bruised, and thus un- 
necesarily weakened. To that end the fibre preserving kollergang 
renders the best service and has no equal. It preserves the fibres in 
their most desirable lengths and separates them without crushing 
and destroying their tensile strength. Frequently over fifty of these 
machines are running in one mi)). Attempts are made of late to 
replace the good results of the kollergang by installing beaters 
with granite stone rolls, also twin beaters with stone and bronze 
rolls in one trough, and finally by applying the modern disfibring 
and kneading machines—all for the sake of saving time and labor 
at the expense of the paper's strength. 

In the boiling process the cheaper sulphate lye is now used for 
substituting the soda lye. 

The coloring of this strong wrapping paper, or sealing paper, as 
the English call it, is generally performed by the method of boiling 
with some additions of brown earth colors or with lampblack, iron 
vitriol and aniline. Details of the special manufacturing process 
are generally kept strictly secret. 

The author of the foregoing remarks adds: “After having for- 
merly described the process of making Swedish Kraft-papier, I 
wish to express myself herewith on German Kraft-papier. 

“After making Swedish Kraft-papier of the above 7,000 m. tear- 
ing length, 1 succeeded in making Kraft-papier in Germany of 
12,000 m. I distinguished four kinds: First, Adansonia paper; 
second, manila; third, rope; fourth, sulphite manila. 

“First—Agansonia paper, I made in the following manner: The 
bark was cut on the rag cutter and boiled with 5 per cent. of 
caustic soda under 2 atmospheres of pressure for twelve hours. 
The beating was performed on a hollander provided with a grooved 
stone in place of a bed plate, and having a roller supplied with dull 
broad bronze, knives. The grinding was continued during four 


hours, allowing an open space between roller blades and bed stone— 
continuing for one hour after lowering the ro). 

“The knot catcher plates had wide openings. The stuff was well 
shaken on the wire for the purpose of producing a good felting 
quality. Two dandy rolls were placed between first and second 
and second and third suction boxes. The paper was made in a 
slow rim and was well dried to prevent wrinkles. Since the paper 
had been made of a brown color, according to Swedish custom, 
the impurities in the sheet that could not be eliminated by washing 
were scarcely observable. The loss of material, however, amounted 
to about 50 per cent., and the cost of raw stock being 18 marks 
per 100 kilos the enterprise proved too expensive and the paper 
could only be applied for certain specialties requiring extra strength. 

“Second—Manila Kraft-papier, made of manila rope shortened 
on the cutter and by hand, prepared as usual with a strong soda 
lye and by prolonged boiling under five atmospheres of pressure. 
The half stuff was well washed and beaten with dull knives, re- 
quiring over twelve hours. The work on the paper machine was 
performed like that for making the Adansonia stuff, but the wire 
was raised higher near the lower coucher for the purpose of obtain- 
ing increased firmness in the cross direction. This sort of paper 
should not leave the machine in a very dry condition. 

“Third—Kraft-papier of hemp and linen fibres is mostly pro- 
duced from spinning waste cordage, sail cloth or coarse cotton 
drilling. An addition of some sulphite fibre produces a good feel. 
The boiling requires 5-6 atmospheres pressure, and in case of tar 
being present in the rope the alkaline must be supplied in the 
required strength. Boiling time and strength of lye depend upon 
the nature of raw materials. 

“The dark violet shade is preferably brightened by white fibres; 
a long cotton fibre is very desirable; the same is added shortly 
before emptying the beater. Good washing and careful beating 
with knives of medium thickness with rounded off edges have to 
be performed according to requirement. 

“Fourth—The German Kraft-papier, made of 50 per cent. sulphite, 
30 per cent. manila and 10 per cent, of cotton, would equal the 
tearing quality of 7,000 m. of the Swedish paper. In both cases 
the quality or strength depends upon the imparting of a certain 
weak solution to the boiled stuff. The boiling is performed as 
usual in the Mitscherlich process by indirect steam. After dis- 
charging the lye of the first boil, the second addition to the boiler 
consists of pure water in place of lye, and the boiling is con- 
tinued under two to three atmospheres of pressure. After a few 
hours the boiler can be emptied. The discharge shows a kind of 
brownish yellow sulphate. The manila stuff must be prepared as 
half stuff, so that the same may be finished in the beater by the 
time when the previously prepared half stuff is ready for being 
discharged. In place of manila a good class of spinning waste 
may be used. I have also obtained good results by admixing 
waste branches of wood as they were rejected from a sulphite boil, 
but these pieces must be well crushed in the kollergang or beater, 
and, finally, they have to be refined. The well refined stuff is run 
into stuff boxes, while the coarser parts of fibres that have been 
retained on the sorting table are beaten again until they are in a 
condition to be admitted in the stuff box or beater. 

“Practical experience must teach the essential knowledge of the 
boiling process, which differs according to the condition of the 
raw stock, and here, also, the rule of a good cook prevails, who 
must be able to concoct from cheap material a highly satisfactory 
preparation.”

Our Suggestions on Litho’ Strike Endorsed. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 3, 1906.—The situation in the litho- 
graphing trade in this valley is reported to be far from helpless. 
Despite reports that an adjudication of the difficulties is far off, 
the sentiment seems to be that the trouble will not be long lived. 
True, it has already continued longer than is healthy for the paper 
trade, especially the makers of fine writings and the different 
grades of lithographs. There are several large mills in this section 
of the country, and in the heart of the Miami Valley, which have 
suffered considerably from the strike and partial tie-up. From all 
that can be learned the suggestions contained in THe PAper TRADE 
JourRNAL respecting a “coming together” of all forces meet with 
approval in this section. The individual wishes of the respective 
lithographers are not known, but it appears plain that most of the 
employers would be glad to witness a discontinuance of the strike. 

There has been a marked decrease in the consumption of litho 
papers, and to be sure the slump hits the mills rather hard. Many 
tons of paper are tied up by the strike, and just where the matter 
will end remains to be seen. One of the prominent lithographers of 
Cincinnati stated some time ago that the union restrictions were 
such that insufficient apprentices were allowed to work, thus mak- 
ing it impossible to secure skilled labor in that line during a crisis 
of this kind. He even stated that the number of apprentices was 
limited to such an extent that insufficient men could be obtained to 
fill the places of the regular workers who pass away from year to 
year. A change is looked for, but just what course the matter will 
take is not known. The suggestion that the American Paper and 
Pulp Association and the employers’ association of the lithograph- 
ing trade consider the matter is likely to meet with approval in 
most quarters. M. V. 


No Change in Freight Rate on Straw Board. 


At a meeting of the Transcontinental Freight Association held in 
Chicago in July, 1905, it was decided to raise the rate on straw 
board from 50 to 75 cents to apply on all shipments from Chicago 
and points west to Pacific Coast centres. Notices at that time were 
sent out to all shippers stating that the new rate would become 
effective August 1, 1905. A raise of 25 cents per hundred, or about 
$5 per ton, was considered a serious item by the straw board manu- 
facturers, as it reduced their profits, at no time very large, to a 
much lower figure. It was left to L. W. Donnalley, traffic man- 
ager of the Diamond Match Company and the United Box Board 
and Paper Company, to take the initiative in this matter. Mr. Don- 


nalley went to Chicago, where he held a conference with the mem- 
bers of the freight association, the result of which was the cancelling 
of the new rate and restoration of the old one of 50 cents, So, in 
fact, there has never been any raise in the rate, and the 50 cent rate 
still continues to be the prevailing one for all shippers from the 
previously mentioned points.

Progress of the Country in Machine Made Papers, of Which 
Japan as Yet Produces Only the Coarser Grades— 
Increasing Imports of Fine Papers and Sulphite. 


The annual paper product of Japan shows on an average during 
late years a total value of about 21,000,000 yen (1 yen about 52 
cents), of which two-thirds consists of Japan (old style) paper, and 
one-third of European (machine made) paper. 

The development in the Japan paper industry is shown in the 
following figures derived from the “Financial and Economical An- 
nual Report of Japanese Trade”:

This table shows an increase in the production of Japan paper 
of 200 per cent. during the stated time, and an increase in Euro- 
pean paper of about 630 per cent. 

The manufacturing methods of Japan paper are very primitive, 
the industry being practiced since long ago in about 67,000 homes 
with the simplest tools. Machinery is unknown in this line. The 
makers are smal] farmers residing all over the country, who follow 
this trade by the way of filling spare time. Wage earners are 
only employed when the family circle is not large enough for per- 
forming the task. Japan paper is principally produced from the 
bark of three trees, the kotsu, mitsumata and gampi tree. Besides, 
straw, wood, waste papers and the bark of a silk mulberry tree are 
used. Japan paper is classified according to the applied bark. 

The first class paper made from the kozu bark possesses the 
greatest strength and porosity, and is produced in the most supple 
and tender qualities. The thinnest and one of the finest is the 
Yaschino (filter paper), which is principally used for filtering 
varnish. Similar to the latter is the Tengujo, a trifle thicker and 
firmer. Besides filtering this paper is used for covering glass 
windows, and in the colored state for making artificial flowers. A 
few thicker sorts of kozu papers are made (including the Usuyo), 
used for making wax paper, and imitations of certain stuff, as a 
cover for paper umbrellas, and for making mats. To the sécond 
class belongs the paper made of the kozu and of the mitsumata 
bark, or of a mixture of both. In this line we mention the 
Schoinschi, Hanschi and Torinoko paper. The Schoinschi paper 
is also called Minogami paper, and is used for account books, also 
for covering sliding doors. For writing purposes the Hanschi 
paper (half-paper) is almost exclusively in use. The production 
of this class is very extensive. The Torinoko paper is thick and 
smooth; it is used for Government publications; also for wrapping. 
The third class is made from the gampi bark; the Gampischi, also 
called Koppi, because it is well adapted for copying purposes. 

Besides these three classes we find another Japanese paper made 
from waste or old papers, a cheap, coarse sheet, principally used 
for wrapping. 

The Japan paper is mostly consumed at home, only a small pro- 
portion being exported. During the last three years the export 
of the various qualities reached the following values in yen.

During the introduction of Western civilization European paper 
has become more and more naturalized. The great number of 
newspapers, periodicals and printing shops, etc., consume large 
quantities. After supplying the first demand for European papers 
by import, the enterprising Japs soon started to establish modern 
paper mills. At present there are twelve paper mills, well equipped 
with modern machinery, mostly English and American. The in- 
creasing importation of paper machinery proves that this industry 
is in a growing state. In 1903 the imports of this class amounted 
to 176,000 yen, in the following year 300,000, and in 1905 to 401,640 
yen. 

The state of the industry, however, is still considerably below the 
European and American. So far the Japs cannot produce the bet- 
ter grades of machine made paper, the product being confined to 
coarser sorts, especially to printing, wrapping and cheap writings. 

The principal raw material for making European papers in Japan 
is rice straw, obtainable at low figures and in large quantities; also 
rags, pulp, i. e., wood pulp and sulphite. A part of the pulp is 
made in Japan, parts of the better grades are principally imported 
from and via German ports.

Only a minimal part of the European paper made in Japan is 
exported exclusively to China and Corea. This trade only amounted 
to 55,000 yen in 1896, grew to 275,000 in 1899, reaching its best in 
1903, to 557,000 yen, but it declined to 268,000 yen in 1905. Of the 
latter value 139,457 went for printing. 

The amount of European paper made in Japan, as stated, is not 
sufficient for supplying the demand. The infant industry has not 
yet gained the ability required for producing the higher qualities, 
consequently Japan offers a growing market for foreign paper, as 
shown in the following figures:

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FOREIGN NOTES. 


It is reported that a sulphite mill will shortly be erected at 
Ljusne, Sweden. 

The Pommersche Zellstofffabrik, Akt.-Ges., of Breslau, intend 
to build a large sulphite mill at Cavelwisch an der Oder, Germany. 

Barcelona imported pulp for paper making during last year to 
the extent of 5,731 tons, an increase of 3,631 tons compared with 
the previous year. 

In Silesia the water level in the rivers has fallen considerably, 
and the state of matters is very similar to that experienced in the 
summer of 1904. Stocks are becoming lower and cutting prices 
less frequent. 

The most important Austrian cigarette paper makers have suc- 
ceeded in forming a combine for the purpose of establishing a 
united general sales office under the leadership of the “Kreditan- 
stalt” (credit bureau). 

The largest Austrian fine paper mills have agreed upon estab- 
lishing normal sales rates and higher prices for fancy papers, and 
have obligated themselves to maintain the terms of their new agree- 
ment on and after the 1st of August. a 

The makers of Olifant paper in Sweden have seen the necessity 
of advancing their prices, especially on small orders below 1 ton, 
on various qualities up to 10 per cent. The dealers have agreed 
with the makers not to sell below a certain minimal limit. 

According to a consular report issued on the trade of Bilbao, 
7.864% tons of wood pulp were received at that port during last 
year, Norway contributing 5.444% tons; Sweden, 537% tons; 
France, 596% tons; Belgium, 59714 tons, and Germany, 69834 tons. 

In Bohemia the water level has become much lower, so that 
production has considerably decreased. An effect has already been 
produced on the wood pulp market, and the demand will un- 
doubtedly soon become brisker. Several sales have taken place at 
good prices. 

One of the largest English paper mills has been consumed by fire. 
The great paper mill of C. Hook, Townsend & Co., Limited, in 
Snodland, near Rochester (Kent), was entirely destroyed by fire 
August 12. The total loss is estimated above $7,000,000. Over 500 
hands are idle, eleven large family dwellings were burned, and 
hundreds are homeless. 

In a consular report on the trade of Nanking, China, for the year 
1905, Mr. Consul Ker says a local industry, which is said to em- 
ploy some 60,000 or 70,000 of the inhabitants, is that of paper fan 
making. 
folded in Nanking, the result appearing in the export table as 
“fan papers.” Over 1,300,000 of these, valued at £2,615, were ex- 
ported in 1905. 

Russian paper mills in the St. Petersburg district are in a critical 
situation. Stubborn opposition to demands of labor, consequent 
strikes and disturbances, besides the competition of the Finland 
mills, have produced economical troubles, and have caused one 
mill after another to surrender to administration. The consumption 
of paper, however, has not abated, and a lively demand is in view, 
especially when political troubles subside and when the educational 
laws are enforced. 

At the port of Salonica the average imports for the years 1901-4 
were: Cigarette paper, £16,000; stationery, £13,500; hangings, £2,500. 
During 1905 cigarette paper was imported to the value of £24,600; 
stationery, £5,000; hangings, £4,500; playing cards, £1,950. Com- 
pared with the average an increase is shown last year in cigarette 
paper of £8,600; in stationery a decrease of £8,500; in hangings an 
increase of £1,300. Cigarette paper and stationery are supplied 
by Austria-Hungary, hangings by Germany and playing cards by 
Belgium and France. 

Reporting on the markets, the Holzstoff Zeitung states that in 
Saxony lately the rivers have fallen considerably, and if the dry 
weather should continue there ought soon to be more activity in

The paper for the fans is imported, and is cut, pasted and 


the wood pulp market. Prices are still low owing to the action of 
some makers in selling small lots at very low prices. Stocks are 
not very large. 

After litigation extending over four years, Fiillner’s patent for 
a filter has been upheld, the German Patent Office having now 
acknowledged that the method of filtering through an endless 
continuously running felt by means of hydrostatic pressure pro- 
duced by the difference in level of the liquid inside and outside the 
drum, and of cleaning the felt by means of a cleaning apparatus 
for the purpose of maintaining it in an absorbent condition, is 
novel. These filters are proving very successful. 446 having been 
sold in less than five years. They are guaranteed to filter the 
equivalent of 6 cwt. of dry stuff in twenty-four hours, from the 
back water. 


News FROM THE MILLs. 


Arrangements are being made for shutting down the Pioneer 
mill of Crane & Co., at Dalton, Mass., for a short time to allow 
of some needed repairs and the installation of new machinery. 

The new pulp mill of the Skowhegan Pulp Company, Skowhegan, 
Me., which has been built in the place of the one burned last win- 
ter, will probably be running early in September. This is a two 
story mill with a basement, the mill being 82 feet square. They 
will start with almost new machinery, having just ordered three 
new wet machines of the most modern make. There is a water 
privilege of about 2,000 horse power connecetd with this mill. 

The new steam boiler is being installed at the mill of the Thil- 
many Pulp and Paper Company at Kaukauna. The new outfit 
of Murphy smokeless furnaces for the boiler room has also arrived 
and is now being installed. It is the purpose of the company to 
develop a model steam making plant fitted with all the apparatus 
necessary for testing coals and burning them to the best economical 
advantage. 

The West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company has completed the 
work of installing a pumping station on the east side of the Hud- 
son River at Mechanicville, N. Y. The water comes from the 
springs along the east bank of the river, and is considered to be the 
finest in that section. The object of the company is to obtain pure 
water to be used in the manufacture of paper, thus doing away with 
the several filtering stations that have to be employed for that pur- 
pose at the present time. 


Sale of Cushing Sulphite Fibre Company Postponed. 

St. Jonn, N. B., September 1, 1906—Argument was continued 
this forenoon before Mr. Justice Barker and Mr, Justice McLeod in 
the matter of the application for postpouement of the sale of the 
property of the Cushing Sulphite Fibre Company, Ltd. Messrs. 
Pugsley, Hazen and Barnhill apeared for the liquidators and Messrs. 
Earle, Powell, of Sackville, and White, of Sussex, for the Eastern 
Trust Company. The court ordered the sale of the pulp mill post- 
poned until October 20, and the sale of the equity of redemption 
postponed until September 20. 


High Falls Pulp Company Making Extensive Repairs. 

The High Falls Pulp Company, of Chateaugay, N. Y., shut down 
its plant on August 1 for extensive repairs, which will consist of 
remodeling its pulp mill, putting in all new water wheels, new filter 
system, and much other new machinery of the most modern type. 
This, with the new machinery installed last year, gives the company 
practically all new machinery, and, when completed, a modern and 
up to date mill. 

The company is also increasing its water power by raising the 
dam 20 feet, giving 115 foot head with a 2,600 horse power. It is. 
thought the mill will be ready to start up about October 1.

Champion’s Pulp Mill. 


LFROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

GREENVILLE, S. C., September 4, 1906.— 
The Champion Fibre Company's mill on 
Pigeon River, in North Carolina, now has 
a force of 1,000 hands employed. The 
country thereabout is so thinly settled that 
it has been found necessary to build a 
town for the great force of laborers, and 
this place is called Sunburst. 

Superintendent Montgomery Smith says 
that most of his time is now spent in the 
forests, of which the company has an enor- 
mous area on Pigeon River, as well as in 
other sections. There are 30,000 acres up 
Pigeon River alone, and four saw mills 
are now in operation at Sunburst. 

This town will be an important adjunct 
to the mills, because it will be the centre 
from which will radiate the electric trolley 
lines which will haul the logs to the saw 
mills, to be cut up in 12 foot lengths and 
sent through a 1o mile flume to the pulp 
mills. 





Menominee’s New Mill. 


MeNoMINEE, Mich., September 1, 1906.— 
Operations have been completed on the 
brick work of the new Menominee Paper 
Mill. The shell structure of the big plant 
is practically finished, but it will probably 
be the first of the year before the mill is 
ready for operation. The machinery is al- 
ready commencing to arrive and to be set 
in place. The new paper mill is practically 
a firepoof building, and there is very little 
likelihood of a repetition of the disaster 
that wrecked the old mill last fall. The 
walls are constructed solidly of sand brick. 
The frame of the roof and other frame- 
work is of steel structural work, and the 
floors are of cement. The roof covering is 
asbestos paper, and the only wood used in 
the construction is the supporting roof 
boards and the door and window castings. 

The paper making machine is arriving in 
sections from Beloit, Wis., where it was 
made, and is being set up under the direc- 
tion of experts. It is about 170 feet long 
and cost about $60,000. It contains thirty 
dryers and three stacks of calenders, and is 
a 110 inch machine. 

The twelve big water hyheels are in place 
in the big cement walled_flumes, and every- 
thing is ready there for_the headgates to 
be opened and let the waters through to do 
their work in turning the big wheels. The 
paper to be made at the Menominee mill 
will be the glazed wrapping paper such 


as is familiarly seen in drug stores and 
other places of business. This is made in 
different grades. Ground wood and sul- 
phite will be used in the manufacture. The 
older buildings of the plant left by the 
great fire will be overhauled and necessary 


repairs made.

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OPALINE, A PRODUCT OF PARCHMENTIZING. 


It Is a Neat, White and Very Firm Paper of Uniform and Clear 
Transparency, Called a Genuine Parchment. 


Among the variety of products obtainable by the parchmentizing 
process the following description of opaline in Papier-Fabrikant 
by S. P. Korschilgen is interesting. Opaline is a neat, white and 
very firm paper of uniform and clear transparency. The paper may 
be called a genuine parchment, since the greater part of the same 
has been changed by acids. 

The interesting fibre picture we produce herewith has been 
obtained by microscopical research by Selleger, and shows that in 
the main the raw material is represented by well bleached cotton 
fibres. However, needlewood and linen fibres have also been ap- 
plied, though in smaller proportions. Probably two beaters of cot- 
ton stuff and one of linen and well bleached needlewood stuff have 
been mixed together for producing the raw paper, while a part of 
the cotton fibre has been beaten into very fine pulp in a separate 
beater. It must be remarked that the needlewood fibres have been

fibres. 


attacked more effectively in the parchment bath than the linen 
fibres, for the latter still show the preservation of nearly their 
entire original appearance, and the same can be said about the best 
part of the cotton fibres. 

The excellent parchmentizing quality and uniform transparency 
have been imparted to the sheet by the excellent perfection of felt- 
ing on the wire and by, the judicious application of the suitable 
acid bath—which latter, owing to required concentration and low 
temperature (5-10° C.), has been acting on the paper during a 
determined duration of time. Sometimes an addition of chloride 
of zinc is added to the sulphuric acid bath, for producing a milder 
action of the acids. An exact determination of the process can only 
be found by making practical tests and trials. 


Paper Company Figures in Fulton (N. Y.) Scandal. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futon, N.tY., September 4, 1906.—This city has a sensation 
which involves some of the pulp and paper mills. It all arose out 
of the valuation of the paper mill plants as fixed by the board of 
assessors, and particularly in respect to one company. The mayor, 
John M. Foster, has removed from office Fred Summerville, chair- 
man of the board of assessors, alleging a lot of things against that 
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gentleman. One of these things is that Mr. Summerville and his 
fellow assessors have assessed several manufacturing plants in the 
city unfairly. The mayor alleges that one piece of property is 
assessed at 15 per cent. of its value, another at 20 per cent. a 
third at 50 per cent., and yet another at 75 per cent. of the actual 
value. After the service upon Mr. Summerville of the paper re- 
moving him from office he secured an injunction from Su- 
preme Court Justice Scripture, and also a writ of certiorari re- 
straining the mayor from appointing his successor and appealing 
from the mayor's removal. Argument on the same will be 
heard September 25. The sensational part of the affair, which 
borders close upon a scandal, is contained in the petition which 
Mr. Summerville makes in his application for injunction to the 
Supreme Court. In this he states that Mayor Foster on one oc- 
casion at the City Hall endeavored to influence him to reduce the 
assessment of the Volney Paper Company from $70,000 to $50,000: 
by changing the 7 on the assessment roll to 5, stating that they 
were all alone, that he would get the books, the ink eradicator, 
and no one would be the wiser. Mr. Summerville under oath says 
that he told Mayor Foster that he would refuse to do as requested ; 
that such a procedure would be unlawful, and in case that the 
Volney Paper Company believed that it had been erroneously as- 
sessed that he might appear before the board of assessors on ap- 
peal and state its case. Further, he says that Mayor Foster dur- 


ing the conversation informed him that Frank Dilts, an alderman 
from the Fourth Ward in the city, owned a large part of the stock 
in the Volney Company, and that now was a good time to play 
politics. It is understood that Mayor Foster has endeavored to get 
a meeting of the board of assessors for some time past, but that 
Mr. Summerville had failed to appear, although the other two- 
members of the board have assembled. It was on account of the 
personal friction between the two officials that the mayor has 
taken the stand he did. That the Volney Paper Company and 
other paper companies should desire to have its or their plants 
assessed as low as possible is perfectly natural and legitimate, but 
that the company would seek questionable means is far from its 
business policy, and the personal clash between the mayor and the 
chairman of the board of assessors is none of its business.

Arrangements were made for transferring 2,000 or 
more to Woodsdale Park free of charge, and practically all of 
the employees, who as usual were invited to bring a friend, at- 
tended. This made a crowd of large proportions, and all were 
safely conducted to the park on special trains, It was a joyous cele- 
bration of Labor Day, and the picnic proved the equal of its prede- 
cessor. Several speeches were made by officers of the company, 
and the employees were told that the firm had greater things in 
view and hoped to have plenty of work for all for many years. 

At present the company is building a new mill at Hamilton, 
while a new pulp plant will in the course of tinfé be put in opera- 
tion at Canton, N. C. 

Sports of all descriptions were arranged for the outing, and the 
crack Champion baseball team, which has been victor over dozens 
of teams during the past couple of years, recorded another victory. 
Among the amusements were boating, swimming, running, weight 
throwing, etc. The upper and lower mills brought forth their 
champions in all departments of sport, and the rivalry was keen.

Last year the company gave a similar outing, the first of its 
kind, and it proved a magnificent success. This year’s outing un- 
questionably ranked with the first given, and it was a distinctive 
Labor Day event.

The time required for preparing any class of paper has to be 
found by trials. The influence of the acid should not last longer 
than required; in most cases one minute's time is sufficient for the 
soaking even of thick paper and the production of a slimy, pasty 
substance on the fibre surface, while the fibre in the middle of the 
sheet remains practically preserved. This condition represents the 
best product. because whenever the acid acts too severely the result 
is found to manifest itself in a crisp, hard and easily destructible 
matter 

After sufficient action of the acid the sheet is pressed between 
glass rollers, and passes through a water bath, containing admix- 
tures of soda and ammonia, sufficient for neutralizing the acid en- 
tirely, because the quality of the sheet would soon be destroyed by 
After washing the sheets retain a 
sticky surface, and a certain number of the same, answering for 


very small traces of the acid.

Jeffrey Pulp Conveyor. 

The accompanying illustration shows a Jeffrey cable conveyor in- 
stalled in the plant of the Hannawa Falls Water Power Company, 
of Potsdam, N.Y. This conveyor is 750 feet long, running through 
the main aisle of the machine room, receiving bundles of pulp from 
both sides and carrying them to the storage room 
is constructed of endless steel cable, to which special clamps are 
attached. 
the cable attachments which carry the bundles of pulp, as can 
be clearly seen from the illustration. 

The cable has a speed of about 60 feet per minute, which can be 
materially increased should the capacity of the mill require it. The 
cable is driven by means of special flexible toothed sheaves at each 
end of the conveyor. One end of the conveyor is provided with an 
automatic takeup, by means of which the cable is kept at the proper 
tension automatically. An electric system of bells is provided 
alongside the conveyor structure, these being used for signaling 
the attendant in case it becomes necessary to stop the conveyor at 
any time. 

The entire construction is very simple indeed, representing a 
minimum of weight and expense with a maximum of service, there 
being but a few parts, and none of them of a delicate nature, so that 
the repairs are very small, and it does not require any expert at- 
tendance. This conveyor has been in operation a sufficient length 
of time to demonstrate beyond a doubt the entire practicability of 
the installation. This conveyor can be made of almost any length 
up to 1,500 or 2,000 feet for carrying a variety of bundles, packages, 
etc. Anyone wishing to investigate this system should write the 
Jeffrey Manufacturing Company, Columbus, Ohio.

PAPER.—The market opened most favorably on Tuesday, and 
the supply of orders and inquiries on the various grades of paper 
awaiting attention were very encouraging. The disposal of this 
accumulation of business gave to the market a touch of real activity 
which has not appeared before since last spring. Consumers are 
apparently not overanxious to load up as yet, and buying still 
continues on a rather conservative basis. It seems a little unsafe 
at present to make any advance predictions in regard to the state 
of the market, as the fall season has only just opened. Buyers 
and sellers are feeling their way gradually, and in the course of 
a few weeks it will be much easier to estimate the strength or 
weakness of the fall demand. It can be safely said, however, that 
this week has shown a little firmer tone to the market, and al! 
hands are of the opinion that this fall will see a heavy demand 
for all grades of paper. Under this wave of optimism it is not 
at all surprising that quotations should have hardened somewhat 
already. No advances are looked for just yet, as it is too soon 
after the opening of the season to expect an upward movement; 
nevertheless better figures are anticipated in the near future on all 





grades. No change in quotations has taken place during the week.

But though they did so, the amount which came to them, with 
strikes of compositors and stereotypers continuing, has been very 
small. Most of the stock dealers declare that under the better 


demand which September already has shown their accumulations 


of the whole summer will be wiped out in a few days, and then 
prices must go up in the competition to secure stock. 

The rag market continues firm, with a demand better than the 
supply. Values are therefore firmly held. E. R. G.

The Production of Sulphur in the United States. 


Wasuincton, September 4, 1906—According to information 
furnished by the Geological Survey the production of sulphur in 
the United States during 1905 amounted to 181,677 long tons, valued 
at $3,706,560. The bulk of this output was from Louisiana, while 
Nevada and Utah produced appreciable percentages. The devel- 
opment work now being carried on in Colorado and Texas did not 
furnish any commercial production in 1905, but may be reasonably 


expected to add considerable to the output in 1906. The total con- 


sumption of sulphur in the United States is given as 580,578 long 
tons for 1905. 


Reasons for Probable Advance in Canadian Pulp. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, September 3, 1906.—One of the large lumber- 
men operating in the Georgian Bay district was in the city this 
week, and he complained of the great shortage of labor for the 
lumber camps, which term includes the pulp log camps. So many 
men have gone west to help reap the harvest in the prairie prov- 
inces, and the demand for men for railway construction and for 
industrial enterprises generally is so great, that but few are left 
for the camps. In consequence, he said, he was paying in some of 
his camps high wages to Indians, which class of labor in the past 
could be got for 75 to 80 cents per day. This high price of labor 
and the low water of this summer, which is holding up some of the 
late drives, are likely to affect the price of pulp and pulp wood next 
year. There are heavy supplies of pulp on hand in many quarters, 
but when these are exhausted then it looks as if pulp must go up.
